When an Officer Has Liquor in His Cabin 
His Objection to Search Without His 
Premises Seems Humorous 


The children of the R. S.

They found liquor in the officers' cabins of 
the United States naval transport Beaufort in 
the harbor of Norfolk, Ya., the other day, 
and the attorneys for the officers on trial on 
the charge of having it there raised the ob¬ 
jection that traditional naval custom had been 
violated by conducting the search while the 
officers were not present. Such action was 
violently contrary to the established etiquette 
of the navy, which prescribes that officers 
must he present when their cabins are 
searched. Consequently, this invasion of 
their quarters while they were ashore ought 
never to have taken place. 

Very likely the counsel for the accused of¬ 
ficers made this protest with a straight face; 
attorneys can do such things. But even to 
them the proposition must have seemed de¬ 
liciously ludicrous, for back of their legal 
attainments they are, after all, human. 

Capt. Wilbert Smith, who had charge of 
the raid, responded with a bluntness and 
directness that was also in keeping with the 
best naval tradition; he didn’t insist on ob¬ 
servance of the custom, lie said, because he 
“was more interested in a qtiicjc search of 
the vessel.” He talks like a sailor, an officer, 
and a man. 

The custom by which no officer’s quarters 
are searched without his presence is obviously 
based on the pre-supposition of-honor oil the 
part of the officers of the navy; it is in keep-, 
mg with the fine tradition of high and strict 
probity and good faith instilled in the train¬ 
ing of these officers, with the understanding 
that above all things they are gentlemen who 
keep their word. An officer who has fiquor 
in his cabin on board his ship has no business 
to appeal to etiquette based on that supposi¬ 
tion. For him to do so is ridiculous and 
inirth-provoking in one aspect; in another it 
is not so funny.
